By this time they 
came in light of Madagaſcar, where they eſpy d two floops 
that had put in for refreſhment,%iz. George Dew, and capt. 
Thomas Tew, from Bermudas, who had both turned pirates. 
This happened very luckily for Avery. for having ſecured 
the men and flogps he ſtrengthened his alliance and was 
thereby prepared againſt any thing the others could offer. 
As faſt” as they got aſhore, Avery put them to work upon 
his new fortification, and if any of them began to talk of a 
divißon of the treaſure, he told them, they tad not time at 
Preſent.
